Guests  "floored^'at  Saudi  feast

Saudi  lifecenterson  the  family.  A  fam- 
ily often  has  12  or  more  children.  Male 
children,  definitely  favored  over  females, 
eeem  to  have  the  run  of  the  household. 

Saudi  culture  is  one  of  hoBpitality. 
reKardlesB  of  cost  Saudi  parties  have 
massive  amounts  of  food.  It  is  a  privilege 
and  honor  for  an  expatriate  to  be  invited 
todinein  a  Saudi  home.  Having  had  this 
opportunity,  I  would  count  the  occasion 
as  one  of  great  CCTcmony. 

We  entered  the  home  through  a  walled 
enclosure  that  completely  obscures  the 
courtyard.  After  the  guests  remove  their 
shoes  at  thedoor,  the  host  leads  them  into 
a  very  large,  beautifully  carpeted  room 
without  furniture.  Embroidered  pillows 
line  the  walls,  and  the  guests  and  host  sit 
on  the  floor,  while  one  of  the  men  serves 
small  cups  of  highly  sweetened  tea.

The  women  ol  the  house  are  not  pres- 
ent One  of  the  men  serves  and  con 
Btantly  keeps  the  cups  filled.  After  this 
treat,  Arabic  coffee  (spiced  with  carda- 
mon)  is  served  in  tiny  cups  without  han- 
dles. It  is  said  you  should  always  drink 
more  than  one,  but  never  more  than  three 
cups  of  coffee 

On  a  signal,  the  host  rises  and  leads 
the  guests  into  the  dining  room.  Here 
again,  there  is  no  furniture.  A  woven  mat, 
spread  on  the  carpeted  floor,  serves  as  the 
table.  Rice,  vegetables,  and  eggs  are  top- 
ped with  roast  lamb  and  served  on  huge 

The  main  difference  between  a  Saudi 
feast  served  m  the  past  in  a  Bedoum  tent, 
andoneof  today,  IS  that  now  the  feast  is 
usually  accompanied  by  Pepsi,  seemingly 
the  Saudi  national  drink. 

The  host  demonstrates  the  way  to  take 
a  handful  of  rice  and  vegetables,  squeeze 
it  into  a  ball  with  the  fingers,  and  pop  it 
inu>  the  mouth  Each  guest  then  reaches 
out  and  begins  to  tear  the  meat  from  the 
lamb,  and  eat  the  rice  and  vegetables  in 
the  manner  in  which  he  has  been  in- 
structed. The  meal  is  eaten  at  a  leisurely 
pace,  with  much  conversation.  After  the 
meal,  it  is  time  to  return  to  the  living

Crime  is  not  prevalent  in  Saudi  Arabif 
perhaps  because  the  punishment  for  mm 
der  is  still  beheading  in  the  town  squart 
and  the  hands  of  thieves  may  be  c 
Most  Saudi  truck  drivers  and  othi 
velers  just  pull  over  beside  the  road  or 
freeway  and  sleep  when  they  become 
tired. 

Many  businesses  don't  have  cash  reg- 
isters, but  just  put  their  money  in  a 
drawer  or  pocket.  In  the  gold  souks,  gold 
is  often  just  hung  on  naih  or  safety  pins. 
In  the  U.S..  this  same  gold  jewelry  would 
be  displayed  on  velvet  and  under  guard. 

Saudi  Arabia  has  an  extremely  high 
coat  of  living;  at  least  three  times  that  of 
the  United  States  Therefore,  we  do  with- 

several  months,  instead  of  every  week. 

We  do  not  have  many  of  the  "necessi- 
ties" we  left  behind  in  the  U.S..  such  as  a 
clothes  dryer,  garbage  disposal,  micro- 
wave oven,  food  processor,  and  color  tel- 
evision. These  items  are  readily  available 
locally,  but  so  expensive  that  we  can  do 
without 

On  the  other  hand,  Japanese  automo- 
biles are  much  cheaper  than  in  the  U.S. 
The  government  subsidizes  a  few  staples, 
such  as  flour,  milk,  and  sugar,  making 
these  items  only  shghtly  more  expensive 
than  in  the  United  States.

We  expected  Saudi  Arabia  to  have 
nothing  but  sand  dunes  and  unbearably 
hot  weather.  We  have  found  both  the 
landscape  and  climate  to  change  drastic- 
ally 

Here  on  the  Gulf,  August  and  October 
provide  a  very  high  humidity  and  high 
temperatures.  Over  100°  and  100%  rela- 
tive humidity  were  common,  with  water 
dripping  off  the  eaves  and  fogging  up  the 
outside  of  windows  and  windshields, 
along  with  several  foggy  days.  From 
October  to  December,  weather  was  near- 
perfect,  with  beautiful  sunshine  and  com- 
fortable temperatures. 

From  January  to  March,  the  tempera- 
tures dropped  (to  a  low  of  34°  one  night), 
often  with  cloudy  and  windy  days,  with 
lightning  and  thunder  and  brief  rain 
showers  (the  average  rainfall  is  less  than 
four  inches  per  year).  As  many  cities  were 
built  without  storm  drains,  we  found  our- 
selves in  water  a  foot  high  in  the  streets. 
Spring  is  "shamal"  season  (north  winds 
with  blowing  sand),  with  the  50  mile  per 
hour  winds  causing  blizzards  of  sand 
that  often  hide  the  sun. 

With  air  conditioning  in  cars,  buses, 
and  most  buildings,  we  find  ourselves 
hotter  and  colder  than  we  haveever  been. 
As  most  time  is  spent  indoors,  we 
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dim  ate.

Barton  (Evanaville.  '66).  has  supported 
U.S.  airlifts  by  piloting  a  C-5.  the  world's 
largest  airplane. 

The  air  force  has  reassigned  Brother 
Barton  from  Dover  Air  Force  Base,  in 
Delaware,  to  Rhein-Main  Air  Beise  in 
Weat  Germany. 

During  his  tour  at  Dover,  he  flew  the 
huge  airplane  to  15  foreign  countries, 
including  Iran,  Egypt,  and  Ireland.  He 
flew  the  first  C-5  to  evacuate  U.S.  depen- 
dents from  Iran  in  December  1979,  His 
was  aleo  the  first  C-5  to  land  at  Cairo 
West  airport  during  the  deployment  of 
our  Rapid  Deployment  Forces  for  desert 
training  in  Egypt  last  fall.

Why  do  you  do  what  you  do.  when  you 
make  a  purchase?  Is  it  the  packaging? 
The  advertising?  Placement  on  a  shelf? 

Dr.  James  F.  Engel(I>rake  "56)  helps 
students  around  the  world  answer  those 
questions.  Brother  Engel's  textbook.  "Con- 
sumer Behavior."  is  about  to  go  into  its 
fourth  edition.  This  three  volume  set  is 
the  textbook  in  the  field. 

"I  guess  by  luck."  relates  Brother  Engel. 
"as  well  as  a  little  bit  of  careful  strategy.  I 
found  myself  in  the  position  of  being 
founder  of  a  very  significant  academic 
discipline  in  consumer  research." 

Along  with  that  discipline,  he  founded 


the  field  of  business  ad 

filled  various  offices  in  the  American 

Marketing  Association. 

Brother  Engel  received  two  national 
awards  during  the  last  school  year.  In  the 
fall  of  1980,  he  was  namedFellow  of  Con- 
sumer Behavior  by  the  Association  for 
Consumer  Research.  He  was  the  first 
person  ever  to  be  named  as  a  "fellow"  by 


the  Association. 

In  the  Spring  of  1981,  he  received  the 
Paul  D  Converse  Award  fiTjm  the  Uni- 
versity oflllinois.  a  national  award  of  the 
American  Marketing  Association,  recog- 
nizing the  impact  of  his  contributions  to 
that  field.

Former  U.S.  Olympic 
chief  a  lifelong 
athletic  booster 

J.  Lyman  Bingham  (Denver  '16),  Uni- 
versity of  Denver  sports  standout  and 
long  time  supporter  of  amateur  athletics 
in  the  United  States,  has  passed  away. 

His  career  began  as  athletic  director  at 
his  alma  mater,  and  ended  as  Executive 
Director  of  the  United  States  Olympic 
Committee,  serving  as  Assistant  to  the 
President  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union 
(AAU)in  between.  At  Denver,  he  directed 
the  construction  of  the  school's  30,000 
capacity  football  stadium,  and  helped 
build  the  football  team  into  a  national 
power  during  the  1920's. 

At  the  AAU.  he  proposed  a  new  award 
to  be  presented  each  year  to  the  outstand- 
athlete.  In  1930,  with  his 
leria,  the  AAU  established 
the  prestigious  Sullivan  Award, 

He  was  secretary  of  the  international 
basketball  committee  for  the  1936  Olym- 
pics in  Nazi  Berlin  (the  onlv  Olympic 
games  he  did  not  attend  in  a  32  year 
span).  He  took  over  as  chief  de  Mission 
for  the  summer  and  winter  U.S.  teams  in 
1948,  and  held  that  post  during  the  1952 
1956.  adn  1960  games. 

As  Executive  Director  of  the  U.S.  Olym- 
pic Committee.  Brother  Bingham's  goal 
was  to  establish  and  maintain  working 
capital  for  the  Committee  and  to  success-
